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MOUNTING SHEET FOR PHOTO ALBUM 



BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 
Field of the Invention 

The present invention relates to a mounting sheet for 
use in a photo album wherein an interleave is interposed 
between two mounting sheets adjacent thereto. More 
particularly, the present invention relates to a mounting 
sheet for use in a self adhesive photo album of the type 
wherein an adhesive layer for the attachment of a photograph 
is formed at either surface of each mounting sheet, and an 
interleaf is provided to cover the adhesive layer including a 
photograph attached thereto. 

Description of the Related Art 

In the prior art a conventional self adhesive photo album 
is currently used in such a fashion that a photograph is 
attached to an adhesive layer formed at either surface of each 
mounting sheet, and is covered with a transparent cover sheet, 
allowing a person to appreciate the photograph through the 
transparent cover sheet. Although this type of photo album is 
very convenient in view of attachment and detachment of 
photographs as well as appreciation thereof, it has a 
disadvantage in that, since the adhesive layer is densely 



formed throughout the whole surface of the mounting sheet, it 
is difficult to write someting on the mounting sheet even if 
there remains a margin around the photograph after attachment. 
Moreover, even the transparent cover sheet has a difficulty in 
writing since it is made of a transparent synthetic resin. In 
addition to this difficulty, the conventional self adhesive 
photo album is disadvantageously high in manufacturing costs as 
a result of providing the transparent cover sheet at each 
surface of the respective mounting sheets, and the use of 
synthetic resin causes an environmental contamination problem 
in disposal thereof. 

SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION 

Therefore, the present invention has been made in view 
of the above problems , and it is an object of the present 
invention to provide a mounting sheet for use in a self 
adhesive photo album of the type wherein an adhesive layer for 
the attachment of a photograph is formed at either surface of 
each mounting sheet, and an interleaf is provided to cover the 
adhesive layer including a photograph attached thereto, the 
adhesive layer being applied in such a fashion that it 
occupies only a predetermined range smaller than the overall 
surface area of the mounting sheet, thereby enabling a person 
to freely write certain explanations or memos related to the 



photograph in the margin around the photograph after 
attachment . 

It is another object of the present invention to provide 
a mounting sheet for use in a photo album of the type wherein 
5 an interleaf, interposed between two mounting sheets adjacent 

thereto, is formed at both surfaces thereof with release 
layers, respectively, and both the release layers are uniformly 
formed with a plurality of recesses as they are compressed with 
a roller having a plurality of protruded portions arranged in a 
10 lattice pattern, thereby achieving a reduction in the area of 

the interleaf coming into contact with the mounting sheets, and 
consequently ensuring that the interleaf can be easily peeled 
away from the mounting sheets adjacent thereto. 

It is a further object of the present invention to 
15 provide a mounting sheet for use in a photo album of the type 

wherein an interleaf, interposed between two mounting sheets 
adjacent thereto, is simply fabricated by making use of a 
paper sheet, resulting in eco-friendly products. 

It is yet another object of the present invention to 
20 provide a mounting sheet for use in a photo album of the type 

wherein only one interleaf is interposed between two mounting 
sheets adjacent thereto, resulting in a reduction in the total 
number of the interleaves and thus manufacturing costs of the 
photo album.

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BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 

The above and other objects, features and other 
advantages of the present invention will be more clearly 
understood from the following detailed description taken in 
conjunction with the accompanying drawings, in which: 

Fig. 1 is an exploded perspective view illustrating a 
mounting sheet, and an interleaf to be interposed between two 
mounting sheets adjacent thereto in accordance with the 
present invention; and 

Fig. 2 is an enlarged sectional view illustrating the 
interleaf in accordance with the present invention • 

DESCRIPTION OF THE PREFERRED EMBODIMENTS 

Reference will now be made in greater detail to a 
preferred embodiment of the invention, an example of which is 
illustrated in the accompanying drawings. 

The present invention provides a mounting sheet for use 
in a so-called self adhesive photo album. The self adhesive 
photo album comprises mounting sheets 1, and interleaves 2 
interposed between the adjacent mounting sheets 1, 
respectively. Each mounting sheet 1 is formed at its either 
surface with an adhesive layer 11 for the attachment of various 
documents, such as photographs, copies, newspaper clippings, 



magazine clippings, etc., designated as reference letter (7>) , 
and each interleaf 2 is adapted to cover the above documents 
attached to the adhesive layer 11 formed at either surface of 
the mounting sheet 1. According to a primary technical feature 
of the present invention, the adhesive layer 11 occupies only a 
predetermined range smaller than the overall surface of the 
mounting sheet 1 . 

The adhesive layer 11 formed at the surface of the 
mounting sheet 1 has an adhesive force sufficient to firmly 
hold the interleaf 2 covering it as well as a photograph 
attached thereto, while ensuring easy detachment of the 
interleaf 2 and photograph for the convenient exchange of the 
photograph. In the prior art, in order to satisfy this 
requirement, an adhesive layer is printed at the surface of a 
mounting sheet in the form of a plurality of parallel lines 
closely spaced apart from each other. 

In case of this conventional photo album, it is very 
inconvenient to write something on the mounting sheet since the 
adhesive lines are very closely arranged and thus there is 
substantially no writing possible margin after attachment of 
photographs. Therefore, such a conventional self adhesive photo 
album completely blocks writing by a person even in a margin 
remaining after attachment of photographs. 

In the present invention, therefore, it is aimed that an 
adhesive layer formed at either surface of each mounting sheet 



for the attachment of a photograph and interleaf occupies only 
a predetermined range smaller than the overall surface area of 
the mounting sheet, thereby enabling writing by a person in a 
remaining region except for the adhesive layer region. This aim 
is accomplished by the relatively strong adhesive force of an 
adhesive constituting the adhesive layer. 

The inventors of the present invention selected an 
adhesive to be applied onto the mounting sheet, for example, 
EZ-7022®, which is commercially available from National Starch 
& Chemical LTD. located at Chung Nam, in Korea, and applied the 
selected adhesive to 2 to 7 percent of the surface area of the 
mounting sheet, thereby enabling writing by a person in a 
margin remaining after attachment of the photograph. It can be 
considered that the higher the adhesive force of the adhesive, 
the smaller the application area of the adhesive layer. 

The application shape of the adhesive layer relative to 
the mounting sheet can be freely selected from among printed 
lines, dots or circles. As stated above, since the adhesive 
layer 11 is used to attach the interleaf 2 as well as a 
photograph, it should be applied to a region where the 
photograph will not be attached, similar to a conventional self 
adhesive photo album. 

In case of the conventional self adhesive photo album, 
however, since an adhesive layer thereof has a relatively low 
adhesive force and is insufficient in its ability to firmly 



hold a photograph attached thereto, in order to prevent the 
attached photograph from being unintentionally detached from 
the mounting sheet, a cover sheet made of a transparent 
synthetic resin film must be provided to cover the attached 
photograph and continuously maintain the attached state of the 
photograph. In the present invention, by virtue of forming the 
adhesive layer 11 with an adhesive having a high adhesive force 
sufficient to firmly hold the attached photograph, such a 
requirement of the conventional transparent cover sheet can be 
eliminated. Simply, there is provided the interleaf 2 for the 
purpose of protecting the adhesive layer 11. 

The interleaf 2, interposed between two mounting sheets 1 
adjacent thereto, is formed at both surfaces thereof with 
release layers 21, respectively. Both the surfaces of the 
interleaf 21, more particularly, both the release layers 21 are 
compressed with a roller, which has a plurality of protruded 
portions arranged in a lattice pattern. As a result, the 
interleaf 2 is preferably formed at both the surfaces thereof 
with a plurality of recesses 22. These recesses 22 serve to 
reduce the area of the interleaf 2, which will come into 
contact with the mounting sheet 1, thereby allowing the 
interleaf 2 to be easily peeled away from the mounting sheet 1. 
In general, the attachment of the interleaf 2 to the mounting 
sheet 1 is not an essential requirement, and it is more 
preferable to ensure such easy detachment of the interleaf 2 



from the mounting sheet 1. A technique used for the formation 
of the release layers 21 on the interleaf made of a paper sheet 
is well known, and its detail description will be omitted 
herein. 

As apparent from the above description, the present 
invention provides a mounting sheet for use in a photo album, 
which enables a person to freely write certain explanations or 
memos related to a photograph in a margin region of the 
mounting sheet remaining after attachment of the photograph. 
This is accomplished by virtue of the fact that an adhesive 
layer for the attachment of the photograph occupies only a 
predetermined range smaller than the overall surface of the 
mounting sheet. The mounting sheet of the present invention, 
therefore, enables writing by a person in a region where the 
adhesive layer is not formed, and even on the adhesive layer 
region. 

Further, according to the present invention, the 
interleaf, made of a semi-transparent material, can serve to 
protect the adhesive layer exposed to the outside around the 
attached photograph, while ensuring that a person can easily 
peel the interleaf from the mounting sheet, in consideration 
of the clear appreciation of photographs. Such an interleaf 
can be made of a paper sheet, and this is an important 
improvement compared to a cover sheet made of a transparent 
synthetic resin film for use in a conventional self adhesive 
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photo album. In the disposal thereof therefore, the interleaf 
can be recycled while minimizing environmental contamination by 
virtue of its easy biodegradation property. In addition, 
through the use of such an interleaf, it is possible to reduce 
5 manufacturing costs of the photo album according to a reduction 

in the total number of the interleaves. 

Although the preferred embodiments of the present 
invention have been disclosed for illustrative purposes, those 
skilled in the art will appreciate that various modifications, 
10 additions and substitutions are possible, without departing 

from the scope and spirit of the invention as disclosed in the 
accompanying claims.

WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 



1. A mounting sheet for use in a photo album of the type 
wherein an adhesive layer for the attachment of a photograph 
is formed at either surface of each mounting sheet, and an 
interleaf is interposed between two mounting sheets adjacent 
thereto for covering the adhesive layer including a photograph 
attached thereto, wherein: 

the adhesive layer is applied to 2 to 7 percent of the 
surface area of the mounting sheet; and 

the interleaf has release layers formed at both surfaces 
thereof, respectively. 

2. The mounting sheet as set forth in claim 1, wherein 
the interleaf formed with the release layers is compressed 
with a roller having a plurality of protruded portions arranged 
in a lattice pattern, resulting in a plurality of recesses at 
both the surfaces thereof. 
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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 



Disclosed herein is a mounting sheet for use in a photo 
album of the type wherein an adhesive layer for the attachment 
of a photograph is formed at either surface of each mounting 
sheet, and an interleaf is interposed between two mounting 
sheets adjacent thereto for covering the adhesive layer 
including a photograph attached thereto. The adhesive layer 
formed at the mounting sheet is composed of an adhesive having 
a relatively high adhesive force, thereby reducing an 
occupation area of the adhesive layer required to firmly hold 
the attached photograph, and consequently securing a writing 
possible margin remaining after formation of the adhesive 
layer. Further, the interleaf is formed at both surfaces 
thereof with release layers, respectively, and both the release 
layers are formed with a plurality of recesses as they are 
compressed with a roller having a plurality of protruded 
portions arranged in a lattice pattern, thereby achieving a 
reduction in the area of the interleaf coming into contact with 
the mounting sheet, and consequently ensuring that the 
interleaf can be easily peeled away from the mounting sheets 
adjacent thereto. The interleaf can be made of eco-friendly 
materials . 
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
